like my plays American, and my 
managerial practice has followed my 
liking. And it is gratifying to review 
t..e results of this practice in the cases 
of ‘Arizona,’ ‘The Bonnie Brier Bush,’ 


“The Virginian,’ The Education of Mr. 
Pipp,’ and “The Heir to the Hoorah.’ 
All these are American made plays, 
though not all are native in subject 
matter. But those that have their 
roots deep in American soil are’ the 
leaders in popularity. 

“This is an excellent augury for the 
American drama. Native authors are 
striving to win the distinction of 
having written the American play, and 
the effect of this is more potent than 
any prizes eslewhere offered by socie- 
ties and academies. Within the last 
ten years the quality of American 
made plays generelly has improved 
200 per cent. And I believe that in 
the near future native authors will 
write each year a larger’ number of 
really good plays than England and 
France combined. 

“Further, I expect to see England 
taking many plays from us, and even 
France transplanting one occasional- 
ly. I understand that already a 
French manager is anxious to adapt.

Itallan composers and singers have 
again invadea Paris and been again 
in fashion there, says the Boston 
Herald. The brilliant company of 
Sonzogno, the publisher, gave operatic 
performances last month at the 
Theater Sarah Bernhard, and Gemma 
Bellincioni, the great lyric tragedian 
of Italy, took the part of Amalia, the 
goatherd, in the production at the 
Opera Comique of Dupont’s opera, 
“La Cabrera.“ which, the work of a 
young Frenchman, took the prize of 
50,000 francs offered by Sonzogno in 
an international competition. 

Mme. Bertha Kalisch was originally 
a singer in a Yiddish comic opera 
company, writes Leander Richardson. 
Later she turned her attention to the 
more serious. drama in the same 
tongue, and two years ago she de- 
termined to master the English lan- 
guage in order that she might widen 
her field. She now speaks with 
fluency and grace and she acts with 
a power that is at times almost start- 
ling. It seems altogether likely that 
Mme Kalisch will become a command- 
ing factor in the amusements of this 
country. 

It is said that the late Kirke La 
Shelle invented the phrase, “the 
greatest ever,” while he was sitting 
one night in Chicago over a mug of 
his favorite ale. “I tell you,” he 
said to his companions, “this ale Is 
the greatest ever.” “Greatest ever,” 
repeated one of them, “what do you 
mean?”

An- 
other one of the company, who hap- 
pened to be making a play, appro- 
priated the phrase, but long before 
the piece was acted the newspapers 
of Chicago had spread it.

More than . this, Mr. Paulhamus 
claims milk can be drawn through ..e 
sterile tube into the sterilized bottles, 
and if from an absolutely healthy cow, 
will keep forever, This has been a 
debated question for years, the princi- 
pal contetion having been as to the 
degree of success with which milk 
could be preserved pure and sweet in- 
definitely . 

Two weeks ago Mr. Paulhamus 
shipped a case of bottled milk to St. 
Paul, consigning it on the North Coast 
LAmited express. There was a dynamo 
in the car, which kept the temperature 
higher than it would have normally 
been, and made the trial all the harder. 
A telegram ‘has been received announc- 
ing the shipment's arrival there in 
first-class shape 

The secret 7 obtaining pure milk 
and having it remain so, the ormginator 
of this expeiment asserts, is to keep it 
absolutely from dirt at all times and 
to cool it down after being drawn from 
the cow as quickly as possible. He ex- 
plains that it is the contamination 
with impure air and outside condi- 
tions which causes germ growth and 
consequent souring.—[Seattle Post-In- 
telligencer. 


Newest Thing in Snakes. 

A most remarkable and uncommon 
“flying snake” that was captured and 
killed at “Berry Plain,” the home of

The Fad for Old Masters. 

The prevailing fad for “old ma 
ters” is regarded by ‘many thoughi’ul 
artists and connoisseurs as a menace, 
if not a positive hindrance amounting 
to open discouragement of our native 
American art, writes James Henry 
Moser in the Washington Post. While 
this is to some extent true, it is still 
not entirely so. Fashions obtained in 
the old days as they do now, and one 
may imagine a contemporary of Ruys- 
dael, the first laidscape painter, say- 
ing to some fellow-artist: “I’m so 
tired of painting Madonnas, but the 
public won't have anything else and I 
must paint them. When I get this 
one 3 I am going out to Nature 
and t a pure landscape, as Ruys- 
dael aid, even gids like him, I die 


in the almshouse. No one will buy a 


landscape now, but some day the pub- 
lic will come to appreciate the great 
pictorial possibilities of trees, the 
fields, and the beautiful sky, and de- 
light more in surrounding themselves 
with pictures of nature than with pic- 
tures of Madonnas and portraits of 
themselves.” Now that landscape 
paintings, particularly examples by 
the masters who lived in the earlier 
days of its development, have become 
treasured classics, is very clear how 
completely fashions have changed. . 
The great picture-selling markets of 
the world are exhausting their wit and 
ingenuity in procuring genuine an- 
tiques by famous masters—early Hal- 
lan, English, French, Dutch, and Span- 
wh—to the utter neglect of contem- 
porary art. This is undeniable. The 
startling prices to which recent com- 
petition among the extremely wealthy 
connoisseurs carries these canvases 
amaze both the living artist and the 
uninitiated layman. Fashions are like

Claude Monet. 


Claude Monet will probably always 
be regarded as the great leader in that 
modern and latest phase of art known 
as Impressionism, although he is by 
no means the dean of the school. 
Pissarro was born in 1830, while 
Monet did not see the light of day 
until ten years later, but Monet is by 
far the greatest producer in his school, 
and his works are of a range in sub- 
ject which stamp him as a man of real 
genius, and the best kind of genius, 
because it is the genius of patient and

continuous study and improvement. In 


other words, Monet has somewhere 
in his 


head a wonderful balance- 
wheel. 


The majority of artists develop a 
distinct fondness for some special sub- 
ject, such as marines, animals, still 
life, interiors of forests, such as Diaz 
painted for instance, with the result 
that there is a very close similarity in 
the canvases. Not so, however, with 
Monet. At one moment he is in the 
mountains and thoroughtly absorbed 
in the grahd and somber carvings of 
the hills, and brings back to the world 
a series of pictures known as the 
“Creuze Series,” majestic with the sol- 
emn beauty of the moutains and tor- 
rents. There is today, by the bye, not 
a single example of these eleven pic- 
tures in France. They are all owned 
outside of Monet's own country. 

At another period of his life we find 
him devoted to the study of hay- 
stacks, which challenged his admira- 
tion by the variety and delicacy of 
their coloring under different light- 
ing. As a result we have the “Hay- 
stack Series,” symphonies of rose and 

purple, painted in 1891 or thereabouts, 
and of which there are perhaps twenty

Emerson’s 
“plain living and high “thinking” 
should be his ambition, and his faith 
that of Thoreau, who declared that 
God could not be unkind to him if He 
tried.

Japanese Painting. 
| The Japanese, with their natural, 
unsophisticated view of life, have ever 
sought in their art to mirror what a 
great painter and critic has termed 
“man’s primordial predilections,” 
writes W. M. Cabot in the Atlantic. 
Art, however, that seeks to embody 
pleasures founded on the unchanging 
properties of human nature, he con- 
tinues, must have a past as well as 
a future, must be able to look back 
as well as forward. Not one life’s 
labor, but that of many generations 
is required. No people -have better 
understood this than the Japanese. 
They have also clearly perceived that 
no art that is not true to the change- 
in man can endure; 
other hand any subject, 
vial, can be made eternal- 


Japanese painting delights us by its 
delicate fancy, its poetry, its freedom, 
its spirit; but what gives these quali- 
ties special 
what makes the play of fancy never 
wearisome, the liberty never mere 
license, is that they find expression in 
and through a framework of design 80 
finely conceived that in it we see re- 
flected as in a mirror the fundamental 
principles which govern all true art. 

The Oriental artist does not 80 
much seek to transeribe nature as to 
suggest her moods. His interest is 
centered in the poetic sentiment 
which she elicits. The saying of the 
Japanese that a picture is a “voice- 
less poem” is particularly appropriate 
to their landscape painting. Our best 
artists also seek to repress the poetry 
of nature. But they find it in many 
things. Our esthetic pleasure in 
landscape is a complex one. The 
Oriental, on the other hand, in con- 
formity with his type of mind, finds it 
in the dominant character—in that 
which remains when all its incidents 
are eliminated; in other words, when 
it has been simplified and idealized. 
“For a landscape painting,” to quote 
a Japanese critic, “is not loved be- 
cause it is a facsimile of the natural 
scene, but because there is something 
in it greater than mere accurate rep 
resentation of natural forms, which 
appeals to our feelings, but which we 
cannot express in words.”

Acting as Servants in American War- 
ships to Learn Secrets of Naval - 
{Washington Dispatch to Chicago

Japanese have accomplished on the 
sea during the present war, a navy 
officer of my acquaintance was telling 
a little story yesterday afternoon: 

“When my ship was on the Pacific 
station, ten or twelve years ago, we had 
two or three Japs among the ward- 
room servants. They were the most 
conscientious and indefatigable little 
beavers I ever saw. Everything was 
kept spick and span, taut and trim. 
The finest drawing-room in Washing- 
ton would have looked slovenly in com- 
parison with our quarters. 

„One of these chaps impressed me 
particularly. He did his work to per- 
fection, was always at hand when yuu

What's 
more, some of us went to visit the 
Japanese cruiser next day, and I can 
tell you it mad» ws open our eyes to 
see the crew at work. Asa it tun d 
out, the ‘cabin boy’ was a high-caste 
Japanese traveling with us to leara 
things.“

continents defensible at every impor- 
tant point, and would thus permit of 
a great curtailment in our naval ex- 
penditure. 
Railroad Regulation in England. 
Freight charges on British railways 
are proportionately very much higher 
than on American railways; but both 
individual shippers and districts enjoy 
what amounts to absolute protection 
against the evils of discrimination, A 
permanent railway court takes cog- 
nizance of all questions affecting 
freight. It may hold its meetings in 
any part of the country, and has the 
full powers of any of the higher cour(s 
as regards witnesses and the adminis- 
tration of oaths and the power to en- 
force the production of books, papers 
and documents. All freight rates are 
grouped in eight classifications, and 
the companies are compelled to sell 
printed copies of their schedules, giv- 
ing classifications and freight charges, 
and to keep these freight rates posted 
up at their freight and parcels depots. 
When a charge of discrimination Is 
made the onus of proving that there is 
no discrimination is thrown upon the 
company. For the protection of dis- 
tricts against discrimination, municipal 
councils are entitled to take action in 
the railway court and draw on the mu- 
nicipal treasury for all costs attendant 
on the prosecution of the case. From 
the very beginning of railway enter- 
prise in Engiand the interests of pas- 
sengers were looked after by a pro- 
vision that compelled the running of 
at least one train daily in both direc- 
tions over each company's system at a 
rate not exceeding 2 cents per mile. 
This “parliamentary” rate, as it was 


gossiped about ‘by the London M. X. 
P., which says: “He hates new clothes 
and dislikes collars and ties. His favor- 
ite hat is a panama, which he cheer- 
fully places under the pump and souses, 
then clapping it on his head.” 

The Old World trousseau or “Princess 
tax“ was revived in the Duchies of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin and Mecklen- 
burg-Strelitz in connection with Grand 
Duchess Cecelia’s marriage to the Kal- 
ser’s eldest son. This is a tax of fifty 
German pennies per head levied upon 
all the inhabitants of the two Federal 


States.

INDUSTRIES. 


The Northwest Timber Lands. 

A calculation has been made by an 
Oregon newspaper which goes to show 
that to supply the sawmills of the city 
of Portland alone no less than eighty 
acres of standing timber must be laid 
low every day of the year. And Port- 
land is only one of several great saw- 
milling centers, while it has to be re- 
membered that Immense rafts of logs 
are being continuously floated out of 
the Columbia River and from Puget 
Sound to keep Californian sawmills 
busy. Thus, although ihe States of 
Oregon and Washington still own vast 
tracts of primeval forest, the stripping 
of the country goes on with appalling 
rapidity. The timber of commercial 
size has already virtually disappeared 
from the neighborhood of the easily 
accessible streams, and now tramroads 
and wire cables are bei employed to 
operate on lands which but a year or 
two ago were regarded as too remote 
to be of much value. Although the 
timber industry supports large num- 
bers of men, both in the logging camps 
and around the sawmills, it t clear 
that in both States the profits of to- 
day are being seized without too much 
thought of tomorrow. If agricultural 
settlement were progressing at any- 
thing like a commensurate rate, and 
taking up the timber-stripped lands as 
fast as these became available, the 
situation would be a sounder one. But 
this is not the care, and over great 
areas the denuded forest simply lapses 
into a country of stumps and under- 
rrowth. 


A New Road Material. 


The St. Louis Exposition first made 
widely known a new road-making ma- 
terial, designated by the terse and dis- 
tinctive name of gumbo. This was 
used to top-dress the many miles of 
roads within the World's Fair en- 
closure, and visitors will remember 
two things, first the sharp edges of 
the material that when newly laid 
down made them footsore, and sec- 
ondly, the hard-bound surfaces that 
ultimately gave the most beautiful 
roadway that could be desired either 
for walking or for vehicular traffic. 
The world is now learning something 
more about gumbo, for its superior 
qualities have been so well demon- 
strated that it Is being adopted even 
in districts where crushed rock is 
readily available. And gumbo. proves 
to. be nothing more nor lees than good 
Mississippi mud baked over a wood 
fire. The cohesive slime on Missouri 
roads after a flood or a rainstorm has 
hitherto broken the hearts of horses 
and been responsible for an immeas- 
wureable amount of profanity. But the 
mud has simply been matter, not in 
the wrong place, but in the wrong 
form. Bake it by a slow combustion 
process, and you have the finest road- 
making material that could be desired. 
Roads covered with gumbo are not 
merely never muddy, they are never 


‘| dusty, and weeds or grass cannot grow 


upon them. They are slow to get out 
of repair. Then the supply of mud is 
unlimited, and its preparation simple 
and cheap. With such a list of good 
qualities. small wonder that ople in 


ing—by gumbo!

AMBASSADOR RECEIVED. 

At high noon Thursday Ambassa- 
dor Edwin Hurd Conger was received 
in public audience by President Por- 
rio Diaz. The ceremony, usually 
simple, was somewhat enhanced by 
attentions of the Mexican government 
on account of the Ambassadorial rank 
ot the American representative. He 
was escorted from the Sanz Hotel and 
return by the Presidential body guard, 
himself with the introducer of Am- 
-bassadors, handsome young Torres 
Rivas, and the personelle of the Amer- 
ican Embassy riding in state coaches. 
Mr. Conger is simple in his tastes and 
he was in evening dress, with but two 
decorations, the Order of the Loyal 
Legion and the Yellow Dragon of 
China.

GUAYMAS TO GUADALAJARA.

CIUDAD DE MEXICO, Junio 15 de

The Mosquito. 

“Birds suffer more than man from 
the mosquito,” a naturalist said, Fre- 
I'quently the mosquito can't get at man, 
but birds he can always get at. And 
how he battens on them as they sleep 
out of doors. What lumps he raises. 
What itchings he creates. 

“The male mosquito is harmiess.. He 
never stings. It is the female who 
does all the mischief. Male and female 
alike live through the winter. The 
idea that they die in the fall is a 
silly and absurd one. 

“After the mosquito’s egg is first 
is called a wriggter. The wrissler lives 
in water, in marshy pools, in the pud- 
dies and the ooze of low-lying mead- 
ows. He is like a tiny snake, and he 
must come to the surface to breathe. 

„Hence kerosene as a mosquito ex- 
terminator. Ladie out kerosene on 3 
pool of water, and two tablespoons will 
spread until they cover effectually fit- 
ten square feet. This olly covering is 
as airtight as a skin. If there are any 
wriggiers in the water under it, they 
must die, they must smother, for they 
can no longer come up to breathe, 

“Some think mosquitoes feed on blood 
alone. This is a mistake. If a mos- 
quito can’t get human blood, or bird 
blood, or anima! blood, it stabs plants 
and feeds on their juices. 

“How I wish we could convert the 
mosquito to an exclusive use of this 
vegetarian diet.”

To the devotee of 
Whitman's writings the book will come 
with an assurance of welcome; to the 
readers at large it will come as a con- 
tribution to hitman literature which 
would strive to prove a case which is 
ndt proven. The book is not uninter- 
esting; but it is rather unconclusive. 

For Whitman's boldness Miss Irwin 
says: “Walt Whitman was convinced 
that the only way to redeem sex, and 
all that pertains to it, from the shame 
which surrounds it, from that ‘sneak- 
ing, furtive, mephitic’ atmosphere 
which pervades society and literature 
whenever sex is mentioned, was—first 
of all, to take it out of the realm of 
the hidden, the unfamiliar, bring it 
into the light, and deal with it at 
first hand.” Whitman wrote: 

“Not an inch nor a particle of an inch 
fa vile, and none shall be less fa- 
millar than the rest.“ 

And the author of this book grows 
very enthusiastic when she cries: “Walt 
Whitman has taken the human body— 
with all ite parts and functions—and 
translated it into the substance of the 
soul. If this were his only work, his 
name would merit a place among the 
immortals.”

Louis Harman Peet has written a 
volume on the “Trees and Shrubs of 
Central Park.” The production of the 
book involved a great amount of la- 
bor. For the expenditure of that la- 
bor the nature lover of New York, or 
the nature lover who may visit New 
| York, will be greatly indebted to Mr. 
Peet. His book is not one that prom- 
jses the author large returns from 
sales. It is naturally limited in its ap- 

‘al. But that audience will make up 
nm appreciation what it may lack in 
numbers. The book is supplied with 
many useful charts and a number of 
pleasing photographs. The plan is 
simple and direct. Identification is ef- 
fected largely by locating the trees or 
shrubs, as they are passed, by maps 
and by descriptions in the text which 
point out enough of the salient fea- 
tures 6f Fach tree or shrub to make the 
identification sure. Of course, in using 
this book, it must be borne in mind 
that it would be utterly impossible to 
locate on the maps every tree and 
shrub passed along the walks. This 
would result only in a mass of black 
spots from which it would be 3 
ble to distinguish anything. It was 
therefore thought advisable to locate 
some of the representative types 
clearly and distinctly rather than to 
attempt to locate all from which none 
could be definitely found. The reader 
is advised to try to find shrubs or 
trees on the maps at easily distinguish- 
able points and work from these to 
others, verifying, as he goes along. by 
the descriptive text. w.

But the chief interest of the story, 
of course, centers in the young le 
Sanna and her two lovers, John Ter- 
rence, Jr., and Peter Franham, a man 
from. the island of Guernsey, who 
comes to take charge of the Beau- 
champ school, A mystery surrounds 
Franham, and the reader is early made 
aware that. although he comes to the 
Island village an apparent stranger, 
several people there know more about 
the history of his parentage than he 
does himself. The working out of this 
mystery is strongly and dramatically 
handied, save that the author verges 
closely on melodrama in getting rid of 
the woman most interested in Fran- 
ham's history by sudden death from 
no other cause than the mental shock 
of explaining his birth to him. On the 
other hand, the analysis of Franham's 
state of mind at the revelation is re- 
markably well done. 

The chief defect of the book is un- 
doubtedly a certain idealization of the 
principal characters, who are seen not 
distorted, but certainly through glasses 
slightly tinged with rose-color.

Chapin Ray's best book. Her previous 
fiction has been readable, but of = 
fair literary merit: this new 
shows so great an improvement in lit- 
era workmanship, in naturalness and 
in plot interest, as to remove it, by a 
long distance of advance, from those 
others. In how far the aid of Miss 
Ray's collaborgteur, Mr. Fuller, has 
contributed to this greater achieve- 
ment is, of course, impossible for the 
reader to say; the publisher's note on 
the book assigns to Mr. Fuller merely 
the part of aiding in detall regarding 
South Africa during the Boar War, the 
scene of the story.

“Yes and no. Nearly ev man 
now takes more than one — He 
sees and reads all sides of ‘public ques- 

and does his own thinking. For- 
merly newspapers were party organs 
and nothing else. Republicans printed 
Republican news and Democrats print- 
ed Democratic news. Each party con- 
cealed its own rascals and evils and 
flew to their defense if some one else 
exposed them. it was difficult to get 
always at the truth. The change has 
been marked in this particular. There 
is sound and healthful independence 
in nearly every editorial office. Pa- 
pers have party affiliations. of course, 
but they are no longer organs. They 
can no longer be unreasonable or dog- 
matic. The news of the day must 
be printed no matter whom it injures. 
The speeches of public men are pub- 
lished without partisan discrimina- 
tion. There has been a wholesome 
reform in this respect. The most in- 
sidiou$S and sometimes the most ef. 
fective influence of a newspaper is to 
be found in the color which it gives 
to its headlines. But the practice is 
as ungafe as it is unfair. No flag 
can be: concealed for long unless it is 
rolled up and put away. Furthermore. 
Americans believe in open fighting and 
maniiness of conduct. 

“Circulation,” Mr. Smith continued 
to say, “is also connected with this 
phase of the newspaper business. You 
can't build it on bitterness. and intol- 
erance. There gre times, too, when 
there are general movements of 
thought among the people which the 
newspapers cannot change nor arrest. 
In 1896 practically all of the papers 
of New York ‘were opposed to Bryan. 
It was so in 1900. But in 1904 some 
of the very best of them in that city 
supported the Democratic ticket. Yet 
the results of the three campaigns 
were approximately the same.” é 

“Are newspapers as accurate and 
conscientious in the printing of news 
as they used to be?” 

“Sensationalism has increased in re- 
cent years. There again the scramble 
for subscribers comes into contact 
with the making, which is the writ- 
ing and editing, of a newspaper. We 
now strive to be dramatic.” 

“That is a good word," I said. 

“[ believe it illuminates the mod- 
ern newspaper motive. But there 
will be a reaction against sensation- 
alism. I think it has started already. 
But while we seek to clothe uncom- 
mon incidents and large affairs, per- 
haps, in the garb of interest and en- 
tertainment, we are accurate on the 
broad lines of truth and very much 
more conscientious and exact toward 
‘politicians and political subjects.” 

“Will you describe an ideal news- 
paper man?“ 

In let you do that. But to treat 
your inquiry seriously, I think a good 
newspaper man is born with a knack 
for the business.” 

“How will he know it?” : 

“In the same way that a watch- 
maker knows his aptitude and that a 
financier finds his talent. The most 
of us slip into the places intended for 
us without knowing how. A news- 
paper man by natural gift must be 
alert mentally. No other business 
calls for such a degree of intellectual 
readiness, and with it there must be 
the power of quick decision. You 
must strike while the iron is hot 
and keep on striking. As to charac- 
ter, that is elementary; every man 
must bave it.” 

“Can journalism be taught in col- 
leges?” 

“Oh, one’s culture can be broadened 
at college, and culture is necessary, 
of course, but I think the newspaper 
business must be learned in a news- 


Then I asked the question: “Does 
newspaper writing today offer a satis- 
factory career to an ambitious, well- 
conditioned and educated young 
American?” 

Ves“ Mr. Smith answered in some 
hesitation. Having said so much he 
continued rapidly, and with decision: 
“Yes, it does. In Philadelphia, there 
are, perhaps, two hundred prominent 
lawyers at a bar, say of two thou- 
sand. Newspaper men have not 80 
many Chances because there are not 
so many places. There couldn't be 
two hundred great newspaper men in 
this city. I suppose the average iaw- 
yer will earn from $2000 to $4000 « 
year. A conspicuous newspaper man 
can make as much. lu other words, 
the best men of our profession will 
be as well off financially as is the 
average lawyer or doctor. Ordinarily 
it is a young man's business, although 
there are many editors, plenty of edi- 


But my mind, although 1 was only 16 
old, was upstairs. One night 
I wrote an editorial on Abraham Lin- 
coln. I knew it ‘was sophomoric, so 
I sat up until almost daylight in an 
attempt to give it the right touch. 
The next day 


In a little while I was writing all of 
the editorials that were used in the 
paper. After I was graduated from 
college I taught for a time in the 
Albany Academy. I wrote editorials 
for the Express in the meantime, and 
by and by I was hired to be its joint 
editor. From the Express I went to 
the Journal as editor, and from Al- 
bany I came to Philadelphia.” 

In Albany, the political capital of 
the nation, one might say, Mr. Smith 
took a distinguished place in party 
management. For many years he 
wrote the platforms of the New York 
Republicans and assisted in the mak- 
ins of tickets. He was brought into 
relations with Horace Greeley and 
Thurlow Weed. He was a friend of 
Conkling and Blaine, and first met 
McKinley at a dinner party in Blaine's 
house. From newspapers my talk with | 
him turned to public men. I asked 
him how those of this day compared 
1 and character with those of 


past. : 
—_.“The average ability is. better than 
it used to be. I talked with Senator 
Platt of Connecticut before his death, 
and that was his opinion. In char- 
acter there has been a marked im- 
provement.. The public will no longer 
condone infractions of the moral law, 
which were common and which went 
unpunished thirty years ago. Conkling 
and I once discussed this subject, 
and he said that along about the year 
1820 every notable public man in 
Washington had a mistress. He men- 
tioned one Senator, an austere and 
moral man, who, to be in fashion 
and to maintain his standing in Con- 
gress, hired a woman to ride around 
town in his carriage. She was painted 
and fixed up, and every one in Wash- 
ington knew his coachman and horses. 
But the Senator went no farther than 
to let her ride in his carriage, an ar- 
Tangement thet was not known to 
the public, and so he suffered no loss 
of prestige or influence. Public men 
now are honest. There is some ras- 
ecality in the cities, I know, but in 
Washington the standard of moral- 
ity is good, There are twenty big men 
in the Senate; there were not nearly 
so many fifty years ago. In all ways, 
I think, our country and our govern: | 
ment are better than at any period 
of our_history.” | 

“What is your estimate of Thurlow. 
Weed, who preceded you in the editor- 
ship of the Albany Journal, and who 
almost nominated William Henry Sew- 
ard for President?” : 

“In some respects he was the most 
remarkable politician we ever had. 
He was by all odds the greatest editor 
and politician the country has known. 
His power lay in his unselfishness; he 
wanted nothing for himself. He ruled 
New York, and sometimes the na- 
tion, because, regardless of friend- 
ship, he chose the best men.to be 
nominated for public office.” 3 

In spite of his years, and he is 63, 
Mr. Smith is unwrinkled as a boy. 
me is a dark and compact man of 
middie stature, gentle in his speech, 
amiable of temper and diligent in his 
business. For an editor he is an un- 
common orator. Conflict cannot de- 
feat his serenity. .The tyranny of tra- 
dition has neither \chains for his feet 
nor shackles for his spirit.

HE secrets of the labor graft 


ring of Chicago which have been 
divulged to the grand jury by 
ohn C. Driscoll, former secretary of 


the Associated Teaming Interests of 


that city, should surprise no one who 
has followed even cursorily the meth- 
das of labor unionism. The disclos- 
ures are merely additional testimony 
in support of the charges that have 
been made against la bor leaders in the 
past few years. 


So far, only a few of the facts have | 


been given to the public, and State's 
Attorney Healey, who has conducted 
the examination, says that the evi. 
dence presented to the jury is of an 
extremely sensational character, in- 
volving “prominent men on both 
sides.” it appears that when the 
teamsters’ strike was called the labor 
leaders held an orgy at the Kentucky 
Home” resort and planned to force 
the payment of $30,000 by Montgomery 
Ward & Co., to have the strike called 
off. Driscoll was the intermediary be- 
tween the employers and the team- 
eters’ union, and according td his 
testimony, the fees paid the union 
men ranged from $100 to thousands of 
doliars, the aggregate being estimated 
by him at $80,000. He settled more 
than 400 strikes by the use of money 
Win labor leaders, the strikes 
fecting aimost every branch ot in- 
dustry in Chicago. Employers were 
foreed to pay sums to prevent their 
employés being called out on strike; 
and union leaders. particularly officials 
of the teamsters’ union, profited by 
selling ont their organizations. | 

One of the statements made by 
Prisccl] ta the jury, was that Pres. 
ident Shea of the Teamsters’ Union, 
Scecepted $8000 at the time of the 
Stockyards strike last summer. Accord- 
ing to Drigcoll’s story, he went to 
Shea to see if the teamsters could not 
be prevented from going out on a 
sympathetic strike, and Shea an- 
swered: | 


“It will cost to | 
$8000 keep them ‘at 


This sum, Driscoll declared, was 
paid to Shea, but the labor leader was 
unable to prevent the men walking 
out; Drischll afterwards demanded 
the return of the money, but Shea said 
that be had paid it over to two other 
men connected with the Teamsters’ 
Union. This was highly improbable, 
but the fiction suited Shea's purpose 
to retain the $8000, for which: 


Driscoll told of a conspiracy en- 
tered into between the coal teamsters 
and coal team owners which involved 
the public/at large a; among the vic- 
tims. The story was first told by Ray 
Stannard Baker, in one of his maga- 
‘tine articles more than a year ago. It 
was the first joint trade agreement 
between those two providing that the 
owners should employ only members 
of the Coal Teamsters’ Union, and that 
the members of the union should work 
for no employer not a member of the 
Coal Team Owners’ Association. The 
effect of this arrangement was to 
force every coal wagon owner into the 
Coal Team Owners’ Association, and 
@very coal wagon driver into the 
Teamsters’ Unicn. But this was not 
an. The owners in the conspirary 
raised the cartage rates of coal from 
30 to 50 cent; a ton for short hauls 
and $1 for long hauls. It has also 
deen stated by State's Attorney Healey 
that the grad! jurors have found im- 
portant evidence apparently corrobor- 
ating the report, that the strike was 
partly the result of a conspiracy 4i- 
rected against the firm of Montgom- 
ery Ward & Co., by other employers 
and by labor leaders, for which the 
latter were tm be paid $30,000 in in- 
Stallments of $19,000 and $20,000. 
We may condemn the grafting la- 
‘Dor leader, whose life is a living lie; 
he has been revealed in a white light: 
he has revealed himself where the 
light of investigation has failed, and 
it is no news today that he has forced 
himself into leadership for no other 
purpose than to use his opportunities 
to prey on both labor and capital and 
lead a life of idle ease and debauch- 
ery; he is a continual infliction upon 
society, and we might say more of 
the same sort and still be- within the 


truth; but the grafting labor leader 


has been made possible by unscrupu- 
lous and cowardly employers. We 
know what to expect of the official la- 
bor shyster; but he would have re- 
mained in his true place, in inglorious 
obscurity, and labor would have beefi 
gpared much of its shame and loss 
had employers not been willing to 
enter into conspiracies with these 
acdiawags to bring about costly strikes 
against business rivals; to make q.

The Central Labor Council of Oak- 
land has issued a circular calling a 
general meeting of the public for this 
afternoon “to arrange an effective pro- 
test against promiscuous immigratica 
from the Orient.” The people of the 
United States do.not want unrestricted 
immigration from the Orient or from 
anywhere else. The Times has made 
its views on this subject clear in its 
editorial columns. However, the rea- 
son for restricting immigration is not 
that which prompts the action of the 
Oakland Labor Council, namely, the 
effect which the admission of foreign 
laborers might have in helping to 
break down the intolerable oppression 
of free labor by the labor union trust. 
Such an effect would be gladly wel- 
comed by a long-suffering people. 

“It would be superfluous,” the cir- 
cular goes on, “to reiterate here the 
identity of interest, both as pertains 
to the capitalist, merchant or laborer, 
in reference to the impending yellow 
peril.” The “identity: of interest” is 
recognized, but neither the capitalist 
nor the merchant admits the serious 
“pertll,” present or impending and if 
they are satisfied we fail to under- 
stand the solicitude of the Oakland 
Labor Council for them on this par- 
ticular occasion. The circular pro- 
ceeds: “It is with a full and ciear 
realization of these intimately inter- 
woven interests that this invitation 
has been framed.” This must be grat- 
ifying to the capitalist and the mer- 
chant, for if the Oakland Labor Coun- 
cil has a full and clear realization of 
these intimately interwoven interests, 
it furnishes the one known instance 
in labor-ubioniem.; But while we are 
always open to conviction, we are in- 
clined to believe that the Oakland 
Labor Council is no better than the 
rest and that it is simply a plain lar. 
It neither has a full and clear realiza- 
tion, nor does it desire one; but like 
the typical. union body it presumes 
upon the ignorance and simplicity of 
the rest of the world. 

The circular is a tissue of twaddile 
and impudence, but what follows caps 
the climax: “Therefore it. behooves 
every American citizen who stands for 
the maintenance of the basic princi- 
ples of self preservation and a con- 
tinuance of the sacred rights and 
privileges, which have been so near 
and so dear to the American people, to 
be up and doing.” When the Ameri- 
can people have to be reminded of 
their sacred rights by labor unionists 
it will be a sad day indeed for this 
country. Their presumption is monu- 
mental. 


DISHONOR THE FLAG.

At one meeting 
an American flag was torn and tram- 
pled upon. The crowd attacked the 
police, clubs and revolvers were used, 
and a number of persons were wound- 
ed, including three of the police.

About four- 
thousand strikers met on the Plaza at 
Ponce. Orators of the American Fed- 
ération of Labor and President San- 
chez of the local organization, ad- 
dressed the men.

The situation became decidedly alarm- 
ing, but- the firing brought reinforce- 
ments of police and order was partly 
restored.

THE MILITIA. 
CAPT. WALTZ ASKEN TO RESIGN 
BY PLUMBERS’ UNION.

Guardsman a Member of Troop D, 
First Cavalry, Ilincis National 
Guard, and the “Army and Navy 
Register” Says the State Authorities 
‘Should Act. „ | 


It is the occasion of surprise, says 
the Army and Navy Register, that so 
little attention has been attracted. to 
what is nothing short of an outrageous 
incident reported to have occurred: in 
Springfield, In., the other day when 
Capt. Charles Walz, of Troop D, First 
Cavalry, Iinois National Guard, was 
serve.’ with notice by the local plumb- 
ers’ union, of which he is a member, 
that he must resign from the organ- 
ized militia of that State. It was 
added in the dispatch from Spring- 
fieid, that if the militia captain re- 
fused to resign his commission and 
give up his connection with the Na- 
tional Guard the firm by which 
Capt. Walz was employed would be 
placed on the list of “open shops. 

There have been instances of such 
high-handed proceeding on the part of 
the officers of the union in which la- 
boring men have been divided. The 
theory upon which this prejudice 
against militiamen is based should 
find no sympathy in any community 
which makes a pretence of ordinary 
intelligence and an acceptance of the 
principles of personal liberty and good 
government. Fortunately there has 
been no very general disposition to 
punish militiamen by the denial to 
them of the privilege; and protection 
of the labor unions, but there have 
been enough instances of such unwar- 
rantable policy as to create the im- 
pression that such a practice would be 
adopted if it were not for the more 
sagacious and liberal public sentiment 
which recognizes the individual right 
of every man to join the National 
Guard whether or not he belongs also 
to a labor union, 

There is nothing, or at least there 
should be nothing, in the principles 
of the labor unions anywhere to make 
impossible on the part of their mem- 
bers a relation with the National 


‘Guard. As the case stands in Spring- 


field, III., the local plumbers’ union has 
gone on record in a public way as op- 
posed to the element of State law 
and order. It has declared itself in 
this act as oppored to the liberty of 
the individual and as antagonistic to 
the institutions of the government. 


This would be enough in its way to 


draw upon the labor union of that 
town the condemnation of people who 
believe in liberty and who respect the 
government, but the Springfield piumb- 
ers have gone a step further in the 
proceeding, which is as arbitrary as 
anything which comes from absolute 
morarchy. It intends to punish by 
all the facilities of the boycott the 
firm which employs the militia cap- 
tain, provided the latter continues his 
connection with the National Guard. 
It is difficult to establish a logical con- 
nection between the refusal of un- 


ion membership to a militia officer and. 
the punishment of the people who 


employ him as a plumber. 

The proceeding is an att upon 
the militia, and is no less offense 
to human liberty and personal rights. 


The outrage should be considered by

A FREE LABOR 
ASSOCIATION. 


— 
Established in England to 
Combat Union Abuses. 
— — 

First Organization to Protect 
Non-unionists. 

It Has Filed the Teeth of the 
Industrial Tyrant. 


English industrial development ap- 
pears to be a little in advance of our 
own, says the Citizens Industrial Ex- 
ponent. The movement that has led 
to the formation of a citizens’ indus- 
trial association or alliance in over 
six hundred cities and towns of the 
United States is hardly two years old. 
In England there has existed a similar 
but somewhat different organization 
for over twelve years. It is called 
“The - National Free Labor Associa- 
tion.” It claims to have “organized 
the great revolt of intelligent and 
self-respecting workmen against the 
tyranny and abuse of coercive trade- 
unionism, to have defeated over 500 
strikes, and to have enrolled half a 
million of British workers under the 
banner of free labor.” The following 
from the Free Labor Press,” of Lon- 
don, which gives an account of the 
proceedings of the twelfth annual 


congress, will be of interest to our 
readers, showing how our issues ere 
being met abroad: 

“The report of the executive council, 
submitted by Mr. W. Collison, the gen- 
eral secretary, emphasized the fact 
that the right of men to work, the 
right of employers to employ, and 
their right to manage their own buel- 
ness as seems best, without dictation 
or interference, are ‘still threatened 
by that aggressive form of trade-un- 


ionism which claims coercion and in- 


timidation as its industrial policy, 
adding: 

“In view of this standing menace 
and the persistency with which it is 
adhered to, it is necessary to point 
out to employers of labor who are in- 
clined to submit to aggressive dicta- 
tion rather than take the time and 
trouble, or be put to the inconven- 
lence, of maintaining their liberty of 
that freedom can only be 
maintained as it has been sécured—bLy 
resisting the aggressor. Says Prof. 
Paulsen: “Whoever permits his rights 
to be interfered with without making 
legal resistance, to that extent weak- 
ens the barriers erected against injus- 
tice. Every act of injustice is direct- 
ed not only against me but against 
the entire legal system, and if allowed 
to go unpunished diminishes the lat- 
ter's power of resistance. Good-na- 
tured or cowardly compliance invites 
repetition and imitation. It also 
tempts those to do wrong who would 
otherwise be deterred by fear, and 
thereby endangers the rights of oth- 
ers.’ 

What has been done in the way of 
registration during the pasi year, and 
the methods adopied for the supply 
of competent labor, are thus explained: 
in the report: . 

“The registers of our chief and dis- 
trict offices show that during the year 
21.213 mechanics registered their 
names for employment, and of these 
7506 were sent to situations with sub- 
scribing employers, embracing over 
twenty different trades and industries, 
Every workman so supplied is re- 
quired to produce references as to his 
qualification and good character, and 
we send none out without the official 
approval card properly signed, stamp- 
ed, and dated. We keep in constant 
touch with the men sent out, and this 
for purposes of observation and infor- 
mation, enabling us to deal promptly 
with trade-union aggression and inter- 
ference. Our members are instructed 
to work quietly and unobtrusively. in- 
terfering with no one, nor tolerating 
interference from others, guided only 
by the instructions of their employers 
or those in authority. We, therefore, 
with the fullest confidence, invite a 
still more extended use of our regis- 
ters for the constant and ordinary sup- 
ply of non-union workmen.” 

For twelve years in succession John 
Chandler, the first president elected 
by the Association, has been reélected 
to that office. He is a typical British 
workmen. In opening the congress 
Mr. Chandler said in part: 

“Brother Delegates: I beg to ten- 
der to you all my best thanks for the 
unabated confidence you have shown 
in electing me, for the tweifth time in 
succession, to preside over the delib- 
erations of the National Free Labor 
Congress. The first congress of free 
labor was held in the Forresters Hall, 
London, twelve years ago, when the 
industrial principles we had fixed upon 
for our future guidance were firat 
made known to the world. I am the

LABOR UNION PIRATES. 


LTHOUGH the public is not yet 


A in possession of the particulars 
of John C. Driscoll's disclosures 


to the grand jury enough is known 
about them to excite unbounded in- 
dignation and to justify the greatest 
impatience to know the whole story. 

As the so-called trusts and the labor 
unions are at opposite poles to the 


business world, this revelation of the 


corruption and oppression of organ- 
ized labor suggests a comparison with 
the alleged tyranny of the trusts, and 
we think it must be admitted that 
for treachery to friends, for the rob- 
bery of opponents and for general ras- 
cality the labor unlons take the palm. 

It John D. Rockefeller’s money were 
one-half as “tainted” as the tribute 
extorted by these labor leaders it 
would be fit for nothing but to buy 
a potter's fleld for the burial of cut- 
throat and thieves. 

It may be wrong to accept railroad 
rebates and to undersell competitors 
until they are put out of business, but 
what shall we say of the laboring 


man who teaches his fellow laborers 
that they are the victims of plutocratic 
oppression, who offers to be their 
Moses to lead them into the promised 
land of economic liberty, who accepts 
their hard-earned money in pay for 
his “expert” leadership and then sells 
them out for a consideration to their 
alleged oppressors? 

The employer can stand this bleed- 
ing, perhaps, but what about the indus- 
trious and confiding hodcarrier, sew- 
ing girl or teamster? 

As fur these employers, has there 
ever, since the United States stopped 
paying tribute to the Algerine pirates, 
been anything in this country One-half 
so humiliating as the bondage they 
have been under to these labor union 
pirates and oppressors? 

It is no wonder that they have in- 
augurated a war of independence. The 
marvel is that for so long a time they 
have endured and concealed the 
ghackles of their slavery. Even now 
their emancipat'on seems to be the 
result of accident more than of heroic

resistance 


of our early efforts in the cause of in- 
dustrial freedom because I have no- 
ticed recently that some American 
writers dealing with the principles we 
advocate and act upon—and which we 
“are all delighted to know our good 
friends across the Atlantic have also 
taken up in earnest of those 
principles as embodying new indus- 
trial doctrine. It may be, and it no 
doubt is, a comparatively new awaken- 
ing on the part of our transatlantic 
friends, and the lesson to be learned

United Kingdom 
twelve years ago, as in the United 
States today, an open system of in- 
dustrial terrorism prevailed, the ag- 
gressive trade finions, recruited by in- 
timidation, supported by blackmail, 


and heid together by a terrorizing} 


policy which, combined, were a posi- 
tive disgrace to a freedom-loving peo- 
ple, literally ran riot in their intol- 
erance and class shness. The in- 
dependent workman, ignored by the 
government, the board of trade, and 
the public, and neglected by the mas- 
ters, seemed at one time condemned 
to pass forever the existence of an 
outcast—a species of labor Ishmacl, 
whose name was never to be men- 
tioned unless coupled with some of 


the offensive epithets in which the | 


trade union vocabulary abounds. 

“The first industrial organization to 
protect non-unionists was the National 
Free Labor Association, founded by 
our respected general secretary, Mr. 
W. Collison. From the commence- 
ment it was beset with extraordinary 
difficulties. Every effort was made to 
vilify and condemn it, but in spite 
or all it weathered the storm. and, 
as you all know, from its inception 
to tne present moment its record has 
been cne of steady and secured prog- 
ress, till it occupies—as it does today 
—an important and highly-useful po- 
sition among the industrial institu- 
tions of this country. The free labor 
movement now numbers multitudes of 
competent and steady wage earners, 
whom trade-unionism formerly en- 
slaved, terrorized, and deluded. _ 

feel that I voice the sentiment 
of every delegate in this room when 
I say the National Free Labor Asso- 
ciation was formed, not to injure labor 
nor tc reduce or to degrade either la- 
bor or trade unionism, but to lend a 
helping hand to all who are honestly 
trying to better their condition by 
honest and honorable means and meth- 
ods. The National Free Labor Asso- 
ciation stands for liberty and fair 
play; and as ‘eternal vigilance is the 
price of liberty.“ so the National Free 
Labor Association is ever keeping a 
watchful eye over the best interests 
of its members, to see that they have 
for play. and that none of their in- 
dustrial liberties are either abridged 
or cunulled. It seems very strange 
that 'n this free country of curs it is 
foun! necessary for men to band to- 
gether for the purpose of preserving 
their lit-erties against the intolerance 
of their fellow-workers, but that is 
the chief object for which this agso- 
claticn was formed. Our aim is not 
to fight trade unionism, but to pro- 
tect the general body of labor from 
the tyranny and dictation of what So- 
clalism has made it. Ags Mr. Collison 
says, the National Free Labor Asso- 
ciation in no way desires to decrease 
the standard of comfort of the wage- 
earning classes. On the other hand, 
the non-unionist is the only working- 
man who stands on his own merits 
and is paid accordingly, and he it is 
who tends to check the depreciation of 
workmanship, brought about by trade 
unionism, which places good and bad 
It is the in- 
dependent worker, the National Free 
Labor Association seeks to protect. 
Until the advent of the National Free 
Labor Association, non-unionists sel- 
dum get fair play, even from employ- 
ers. A strike occurred, the union or 
the en pleyert after a time gave in. 
What happened? The union men were 
reinstated, and the non-unionists—the 
men who came to the aid of the em- 
ployer and tided him over the crisis— 
were ‘sacked,’ perhaps not all at onee, 
but they were eventually weeded out 
one by one. The union took care of 
this by means of its foremen and 
ager ts. 
ers did not know this, but if they did 
know it, it was a breach of faith on 
their part. The non-union men stood 
by the employer when he needed them, 
and they were entitled to his support 
when their position was menaced, 

“The National Free Labor. Assecia- 
tion altered all this. It made it clear 
from the commencement that it in- 
tended pr.marily to secure to every 
man freedom to work on his own 
terms without interference—to protect 
those who are threatened—to prose- 
ente those who threaten—and at the 
outset pledged itself to those men 
sent out to employment during strikes, 
that, if found competent and steady 
workmen, their 
permanently retained. In a word, it 
decided to protect its members at all 
costs, and since then over 500 strikes 


have been fought and won by master 


and men against trade union tyranny, 
and in general the employers have 
adopted a firm policy and stuck to 
their new men through thick and thin. 
We require, in every strike we under- 
take, that the employers should take 
an absolute stand, telling the strikers 
at once that they would rather shut 
up their works than give in on any 
point. When this is done, and the 
non-unionists have und that 
whrtever happened they would not 
be discharged for the old hands to 
come back, we have found no difficulty 
in rapidly filling the shops with good 
non-union men.” :

THE MAN BACK OF THE TUN. 
NELS. 

Wiliam G. McAdoo, is the name of 
the man who is responsible for this 
gigantic piece of work, which is being 
pushed forward so quietly and with 
such consummate engineering skill 
that not even the cobble stones of 
Morton and Greenwich streets in New 
York, under which two tubes are be- 
ing bored; have heen disturbed. Engi- 
neers will grasp how really remark- 
able this feat is when it is added that 
at Morton and Greenwictr streets is 
the sharpest tunnel curve driven to 
date by a hydraulic shield under com- 
pressed air, a curve of 150 feet radius. 

Mr. McAdco is a typical Southern 
gentieman. Hie is tall and spare. He 
has a thin, clean shaven face. His 
eyes are bine and deep set. His voice 
betrays a soft Southern cacent, imper- 
ceptibic almost, yet one that keeps the 
listener attentive to hear how he wil!

was practicing law in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., in 1892, when he determined to 
move to New York.

missioner of New York City, William 
McAdoo, but not a relative. 

Of course, Mr. McAdoo, student that 
he necessarily had to be of New 
York’s rapid transit situation, did not 
long remain in ignorance of the fact 
that when he was ten years old, D. C. 
Haskin. an engineer of ability and 
reputation, organized the Hudson 
Tunnel Railroad Company, with a cap- 
ital of $10,000,000. That was in 1873; 
and the plan was to build a tunnel 
“from the foot of Fifteenth street, in 
Jersey City, under the Hudson, and 
thence to the New York bulkhead line 
at the foot of Morton street, a distance 
of 5400 feet.” 

From this point the tunnel was to 
be continued to the south side of 
Washington 
blocks of land were te be acquired 
and a large terminal station bullt. The 


three feet in thickness. 
circula 
and a width of 24 feet, painted white 
and lighted by gas. 
a connecting entrance near the foot of 
Bergen Hill, Jersey City, five of the 
bie railroads terminating on the Jer- 
sey shore of the Hudson were to run 
their trains into Manhattan. The 
trains were to be hauled by specially 
constructed engines, which would 
have sufficient power to overcome 
the tunnel grades and would consume 
their own smoke and steam, thus 
keeping the air fresh in the tunnel. 
All told, this plan called for 12,000 
feet of tunnel and approaches. 

In November of 1874 a shaft was 
sunk in Jersey City to a distance of 
twenty feet; then the work Was en- 
joined by the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad Company. It 
wae not until five years later that the 
railroad was finally put to rout by 
court decisions and the work begun 
afresh. i 

But the tunnel builders were not 
through with trouble. In July of the 
following year, when everything had 
been going splendidly for some time 
under Mr. Haskin’s system of applying 
compressed air without the use of a 
shield to hold up the earth, a fissure 
was struck, the air escaped, letting in

Perhaps 
the seeds of his plan to bore under the 
Hudson were sown then. At any rate, 
long before he got possession of the 
franchises of this abandoned enter- 
prise, and despite its tragic history, 
extending over a period of twenty-nine 
years, or had secured the necessary 
capital, he had recognized the urgent 
need of doing something to improve 
traffic conditions between the metrop- 


lis and New Jersey. 


Mr. McAdoo’s first plan was simply 
to complete what 4s known as the 
north tunnel of the original scheme. 
put in two narrow gauge tracks and 
run small cars back end forth be- 
tween Fifteenth and Henderson 
streets, Jersey City, and Greenwich 
and Christopher streets, New York. It 
was not leng, however, before he de- 
cided to complete the south tunnel, 


thus permitting of the ration of a 


single standard gauge k in each 
tunnel, making the liability of ac- 
cident practically nil and enormously 
increasing the carrying ‘capacity. 
These tunnels. will now be extended 
up Sixth avenue to Thirty-third street, 
and from Ninth street and Sixth ave- 
nue eastward to Fourth avenue and 
Astor place. 

Shortly before the work of moving 
the shield was begun in the north tun- 
nel, on October 22, 1902. Mr. McAdoo, 
who had also been thinking hard 
about the congested condition of tra‘- 
le at Cortiandt street, where two ferry 
lines discharge passengers into thie 
busy anu overcrowded thoroughfare, 
took up the question of driving two 
tubes under the river to connect the 
metropolis in the neighborhood with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad terminus in 
Jersey City. Then came the idea of 
connecting the trunk line terminals. 
and early last year he worked out the 
scheme of connecting the original tun- 
nels with the great theatrical dis- 
trict at Thirty-third street and the 
New York subway at Ninth street and 
Fourth avenue. 

It is a project not evolved in a day 

or a week. It is“a project that by 
reason of its great scope and the his- 
tory back of the original undertaking 
from which it sprang, required great 
force, courage and nerve to push it 
succesfully in its formative days. It 
is a piece of work still requiring all 
of those enviable attributes, and in 
the opinion of the man primarily back 
of it, it is a piece of work which will 
solve the rapid transit problem for 
the sections of the city and subur- 
ban country it pierces and draws on 
for many generations to come. 

The traveling and commuting mi- 
jions now dependent upon slow. in- 
convenient and unsatisfactory ferry- 
boats between the metropolis and 
New Jersey certainly owe a debt of 
gratitude to Mr. McAdoo for the serv- 
ice he will substitute, and which in all 
respects will be as rapid and satisfac- 
tory as that of the New York subway.

CONSTRUCTING THE TUNNELS. 
When the tunnelers finally turn over 
the system to the men who will equip 
it for operation about sixteen miles of 
tube will have been bored, or what 
amounts to two parallel lines of eight 
miles each. At present what is known 
for purposes of identification as the 
north tunnel is bored; the south tun- 
nel is within a thousand feet of the 
New York bulkhead. Active work 
will soon be begun on the Sixth ave- 
nue extension of the tubes, and the 
shaft is sunk for and work will short- 


lly begin on the downtown river tun- 


nels. All of the bores, éxcept the 
north tunnel, will be of fifteen 
feet two inches internal diameter; the 
north tunnel is eighteen feet internal 


, diameter. 


Mr. Charles M. Jacobs is the engi- 
neer in charge. He has employed the 
shieid method of construction from 
the start. In completing the north 
tunnel he used the shield left in it by 
the second company, greatly improv- 
ing and strengthening the same. That 
Mr. Jacobs has built one tunnel with- 
out so much as a serious or protracted 
delay and is going ahead building oth- 
ers with as little fuss, is proof suf- 
ficient of the ability he has brought to 


the work in hand.

nels have been or are being driven: 

“The work is executed under pneu- 
matic pressure. The soil in which the 
tunnel is built is a stiff, compact clay 
silt, forming the bed of the Hudson 
River. The shield used at the face 
and for the purpose of construction is 
a machine built up of boiler plates, 
strengthened with massive steel webs, 
both vertically and horizontally, and 
divided up into a number of separate 
compartments. This@@hield forms a 
solid bulkhead across the face of the 
tunnel, while construction is proceed- 
ing. The soil is excavated in front 
of the shield, and is brought into the 
tunnel through doors left in the diaph- 
ragm, by which name the bulkhead of 
the shield is known. These doors can 
be controlied from inside the tunnel 
according to the material to be moved, 
and the men ere able to work through 
the doors in advance of the shield 
whenever necessary. The shield is 
pushed forward by numbers of hy- 
draulic jacks exerting enormous pres- 
sure, and in the shield at present in- 
stalled, as well as in the new shields 
now in process of construction, the 
total power available for pushing the 
shield is 2000 tons. 

“As the shield is pushed forward 
and the meterial is excavated, cast 
iron lining plates are erected inside 
the tunnel and within the shelter of

At any time, how- 
ever, in case any emergency should 
arise, it is immediately possible to in- 
crease this pressure in order to keep 
the work absolutely safe. The way 
in which air pressure is carried is by 
the insertion, within the completed 
tunnel and within considerable dis- 
tance of the rear of .he shield, of a 
solid bulkhead wali in which airlocks 
are constructed 
“These airliocks form chambers, 
with doors at each end, both doors 
operating in the same directlon— that 
is to sey. inward to the tunnel—and 
by this means the re may be 
equalized at any time within the air- 


lock chamber, either with the pressure 
carried inside the tunnel or the atmos- 


pheric pressure: outside, and this ar- 
rangement gives the means of acccss 
to and from the outer atmosphere and 
the face of the tunnel work. In this 
work the airlocks are arranged in 
duplicate, forming two stages of air 
pressure, and are located about fifteen 
hundred feet apart, which permits a 
very easy movement into and from 
the tunnel, and makes the effect of air 
pressure upon employés inappreciable. 

“In the design of the machinery for 
carrying out the remaining work, 
which machinery is at present under 
contract, all the most modern devices 
known in tunnel building are being 
adopted, ind it is anticipated that 
double the quantity of finished tunnel 


can be constructed each day that has 


ever deen done heretofore. New 
shields are being designed especially 
suitable for the requirements of tun® 
nei building in the soi! found under 
the Hudson River. The present shields 
and the new shields will be operated 
by hydraulic power under a maximum 
prestre as high as 5000 pounds to the 
square inch, while pneumatic pres- 
sure is used for drilling rock in the 
face and for driving the haulage en- 
gines in the tunnel, and electric 
power is being used for lighting the 
whole works. 

“In the new portion of the tunnel 
constructed by this company in the 
last two months, work has been car- 
ried on under the most difficult con- 
dition known in tunnel building with 
absolite success, and with great ra- 
pidity. This work has provided for 
the excavation of the lower part of the 
tunnel in solid rock formation, while 
the uppet part of the tunnel is in clay 
silt. The rock has been drilled and 


blasted in advance of the shield's pro- 


gress with satisfactory results and 
complete success, and 
potnts to rapid construction and to 
an early completion of the entire un- 
dertaking.” 

In the north tunnel where Mr. 


‘ccobs worked with the shield that 


came with the purchase of the old 
company's franchises and good will,

THRILLING EXPERIENC OF 
THE TUNNELERS. 

When the second company which 

tackled the tunnels abandoned the 

work the shield was close to a ledge 

of rock, which was encountered soon 


after the McAdoo company took hold. 


The north tunnel is eighteen feet in 
diameter internally, and at no point 
did the ledge project above the tun- 
nel; it was from one to sixteen feet in 
height. This presented a unique engi- 
neering difficulty. Only silt overhead 
—and dynamiting necessary. And 
where the ledge was thickest the silt 
was thinnest—only about twelve feet 
and the river deepest, some sixty- 
five feet. If the ledge had only cropped 
out where the silt covering was two 
or three times as thick—but at its 
weakest spot. 

It was fortunate for the tunnelers 
that the one and two foot outcropping 


‘appeared first. ‘They gained a jot of 


valuable experience blasting this 
away, so that en the most formid- 
able outcropping was reached they in- 
trepidly but carefully set about drill 
ing ahead of the shield and dynamit- 
ing delicately, so as not to awaken the 
river demon overhead. They knew 
that there was only a few feet of 
treacherous silt between them and a 
whole river of water. They knew 
that a grain too much of explosive 
would let that river of water in upon 


them. They knew all this, yet they |}

Bringing Out the Silk. | 
: SAN DIEGO correspondent con- 
tributes the following matter 
about the culture of silk in that 
city: 
About fourteen years ago this sub- 
et was brought to the notice of Mrs. 
Carrie Williams of San Diego, by two 
Japanese who had written to the 
Chamber of Commerce of that city 
asking their assistance to develop the 
industry, as they found by compari- 
son that the climate of that section of 
the state was better suited to the silk 


worm than even the best localities of 


Japan. The Chamber of Commerce 
turned over the correspondence to 
Mrs. Williams, with the request that 
she take the matter in hand and see 
what could be done. . 
Mrs. Williams called together 
number of lady friends and they or- 
ganized a silk society for the purpose 
of seeing what could be done as to 
the producing of silk in San Diego. 
The Japanese were engaged to take 
charge of a small cocoonery and silk 
worm eggs were requested of the 
Department of Agriculture, and also 
in San Francisco. Eggs were ob- 
tained from both places. The better 
stock came from San Francisco. 
The stock of mulberry leaves proved 
insufficient for the number of worm, 


and, though the utmost vigilance was 


exercised in seeking to secure leaves, 
many of the little spinners failed to 
make good cocoons for want of suffi- 
clent food. However the Japs were 
favorably impressed with the results 
of the experiment and were sadly dis- 
appointed at not finding a better sup- 
ply of food, that would have enabled 
them to demonstrate more favorably 
the superiority of the Southern Call- 
fornia climatic conditions. A number of 
tae bodies soon lost interest in the 
business and after sending a small ex- 
hibit to the World's Fair at Chicago, 
they disbanded. Mrs. Williams contin- 
ued her experiments and deve 
many important facts as to possibili- 
ties of silk culture. To the Midwinter 
Fair held in San Francisco she sent 
samples of her seventh crop of silk 
produced that season. Such a thing 
had never before been seen in this 
country. She continued in a small 
way multiplying the hatchings ob- 
tained from year to year until she was 
able to produce a fresh brood of 
worms every day in the year. 

Not only did she multiply the hatch- 
ings, but she also developed worms 
as fine as any ever seen in the United 
States, and with no taint of disease. 
The cocoons produced were, of course, 
in keeping with the worms that spun 
them. As the work progressed it be- 
came more and more widely known 
throughout the country and soon be- 


came a point of special interest to 


tourists. Calls came for silk worm 
eggs from many different sections of 
ials country as well as from the isles 
of the sea. 

By request of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, Mrs. Williams pre- 
pared a small display of reeled, raw, 
spun silk and cocoons, for the Paris 
Exposition. This was included in 
their representation of the products of 
California. | 

The Supervisors of San Diego 
county engaged Mrs. Williams to pre- 
pare an exhibit of silk in all condi- 
tions from the egg to the sewing silk, 
for the World's Fair in St. Louis. The 
reeled silk and cocoons produced in 
San Diego wer: awarded the gold

Riverside County Gypsum. | 

News of the development of gypsum 
deposits in the Santa Ana mountains 
is given by the Corona correspondent 
of The Times, who writes: 

“What appears to be an inexhaus- 
tible supply of gypsum, probably the 
largest in the State, has been found 
on the William Dyer claims in the 
Santa Ana Mountains. Three or four 
spurs of the range are bare. of soll 
showing the face of the mountains to 
be pure, fine and soft gypsite. A part 
of the deposit is white but the larger 
part is the shade of light pine wood. 
This materia! is used in making pias- 
ter and also in other manufactures. 
The gypsite shows on the face of the 
mountain to a depth of seven and 
one-half feet; to what depth it ex- 
tende below the surface is not yet 
known. As found on the Dyer claims

From United States Consul General 
Guenther, Frankfort, Germany, comes 
the following: 

From a tree called by the natives 
yohimbehe, which grows in West A. 
rica, an alkaloid called yohimbine bas 
been prepared. It crystallizes ia 
white, silk-like needles, easily soluble 
in alcohol, ether, and chloroform, but 
imperfectly in water. Its properties 
have been carefully investigated with 
important results. Usually a chlorine 
salt of yohimbine is ployed, which... 
is, however, easily decomposed. Hypo- 
dermic injection of yohimbine results 
in local anaesthesia, lasting almost 
two hours. It causes insensibility 
the cornea and the fascia of the eye 
when simply dropped upon the parts, 
The Italian physician, Dr. Magnanf, 
has now published his experience with 
yohimbine in ephthalmology, in the 
Annali di Oftalmologia. According to 
Dr. Magnani, it first causes an itching’ | 
pain in the eye, but. diminishes the 
sensibility of the cornea in two min- 
utes, and renders it completely tasen- 
sible in ten minutes, such insensibil- 
ity lasting half an hour. Effects on. 
the pupil are imperceptible and he 
adaptability of the eye is not affected. 

After the dropping of the solution a 
rush of blood to the eye takes place, 
and from this fact Dr. Magnani thinks , 
that yohimbine may be valuable in 
chronic diseases of the eye which re- 
quire an ifcreased supply of blood, 
He prefers it to tropococaine on ac- 
count of the longer anaesthesia, and 
to cocaine because it does not injure 
the tissues and does not impede 
heaithy nutrition of the cornea; fur- 
thermore, it is not poisonous. 

According to the Medical News, two 
American oculists report that they ex- 
perimented upon themselves with solu- 
tions of yohimbine of different 
strength with favorable ersults. 


Spanish Floating Commercial School. 
United States Consu)-General 
Ridgely, Barcelona, Spain, writes as 

follows: 

Considerable interest is being 
evinced here in the establishment of 
a floating commercial school, which it 
is proposed to install on board a suit- - 
ale steamship, to be purchased and 
specially fitted up for the purpose. 

The course of study will be divided 
into three terms of eight months’ du- 


ration, during which time the vessel! 


will visit the different countries of 


Europe, Amertea, Africa, and the 


East. The moral and physical train- 
ing of the pupils will receive careful 
attention, and special facilities will 
be provided for gymnastic exercises 
and games, while classes will be held, 
when possible, on the upper deck. 
The basis of the class studies will be 
commercial geography and political 
economy, but bookkeeping, mathe- 
matics, mercantile law. customs legis- 
lation, international law, civil law 
French, German,.and English will 
also be taught. Practical instruction 
will also be given in physics and 
chemistry and in any special subjects 
coming under these heads. 

Tae pupils will also, if they wish, 
be able to learn navigation from the 
ship’s officers, so that during the sec- 
ond and third terms, when the vessel. 
crosses the ocean, they may have the 
chance of qualifying for certificates as 
mates. All the teachers on board the 
school-ship will be foreigners, of va-~ 
rious nationalities, from the most ad- 
vanced centers of learning. 

At the end of three terms each pu- 
pil will be required to draw up a com- 
mercial report embodying the results 
of his studies and personal observa- 
tions during the time he has been on 
board.

Threatens Suit That Stirs 
Social “Climbers.”

LONDON, June 7.—it a certain Lon- 
don florist should carry out his pres- 
ent intention of bringing suit against 
a famous American hostess in May-

Suits of recent years is likely to en- 
sue. 


The inevitable result would be a 
complete exposure of the manner in 
which, for several. years, the lady in 
question has traded systematically 
upon the unique social position which 
she occupies here. One of the few 
American hostesses in London who 
enjoys the personal friendship ot 
Qteen Alexandra and other feminine’ 
members of the royal family, she 
‘utilizes this social advantage by mak- 
ing a regular business of “boosting” 
rich Americans, whose social position 
at home is uncertain, into the 
charmed circle of London swelldom. 

Of course the Queen and the other 
royal women have no idea that their 
agreeable American acquaintance 
thus makes use of their good-will for 
the benefit of her own pocket. That 
she does so, however, is a generally 
understood thing in society: so well 
understood, in fact, that the exhorbi- 
tance of this hostess’s terms for as- 
sisting American social climbers, and 
the really astonishing way in which 
she makes every step of the busi- 
ness produce a big profit, are subjects 
of frequent comment. 

It is said that her charge for com- 
pletely launching a newcomer in Lon- 
don society is $100,000. Moreover, 
the lady makes it an invariable con- 
dition that her clients should patron- 
ine certain tradesmen indicated by 


her, with whcm, of course, she 4 


arranged for a rake- offt“ on the 
profits. At present she enjoys a prac- 
tical monopoly in her particular line, 
and thus has been in a position to 
dictate terms to the various silver- 
smiths, stationera, caterers, etc., 
whom she recommends her clients to 
patronize. 

~* Heretofore the commiss on de- 
manded by her has been fifty per 
cent. of the profits, and if she had 
remained satisfied with this uncom- 
monly stiff rate, all would have been 
well. Not long ago, however, “The 


‘Great Introducer.” as she has been 


dubbed in social circles, served no- 
tice on all the purveyors with whom 
she had relations to the effect that 
thereafter her share of the profits 
must be sixty per cent. 

 FLORIST’S DIRE THREAT. 

This ultimatum led to the revolt 
of the florist already mentioned, who 
is one of the best known in the West 
End of London. He sent in a bill on 
the original terms which the Ameri- 
ean court favorite has so far refused 
to pay, and declares that unless his 
demands are met, the matter will be 
brought into court, and the whole 
business “aired.” 

Generally speaking, of course, the 
bills of rich Americans who are being 
foisted upon London society in this 
way are sent direct to them, and the 
fashionable go-between'’s commission 


_paid to her when the account is set- 


led. Quite often, however, when one 
of her clients is desirous of giving 
a big function, the “Introducer” un- 
dertakes to place all the necessary 
orders, and pay all the bills, with the 
understanding, of course, that the 
actual hostess shall reimburse her, 
on. being apprised of the net cost. 
The now recalcitrant florist was dealt 
with in this way, and herein lies the 
strength of his case, the American 
introducer appearing in his books as 
the actual debtor and not her guile- 
leas client. | 

Probably the thing will not be al- 
lowed to come into court—the scandal 
would be too great.

COMES HIGH TO SHINE. 

The sum of $100,000 has been quoted 
as this court favorite’s charge for 
complete introduction of rich new- 
comers into England's highest circles.

invitations to the mere private social 
functions, and the attendance of at 
least three members of royalty at 
Mrs. Moneybag's first grand effort.

She has 
more outdoor exercise on the one 
hand, and more opportunity to rest on 
the other. The fair vacationist should | 
eat her heavy meal at noon and sleep 
for an hour after it. Both her break- 
fast and her tea should be light. The 
city girl should eat her heaviest meal | 
at night, provided she rests before 
eating. No girl should come home 
from the office or store, fagged in 
body and nerves and sit down directly 
should be given 
time to bathe and change her gown be- 
fore dinner is served. If this cannot 
be done, she snould eat her heaviest 
meal in the morning, allowing time to 
sit down and rest for ten or fifteen 
minutes after tae meal. 

Her lunch at noon should be light, 
but nourishing, and it should include 
milk. Girls who substitute milk for 
meat in summer will be rewarded with 
velvety complexions.

Pure olive of] is one of the best of 
reguiators for the bowels, and if the 
bowels are moved regularly in summer 
and kept thoroughly cleansed there is 
less danger of dysentery and other all- 
ments of the stumach and intestines. 

The girl who suffers the year round 
from constipation is the one who Is at- 
tacked by diarrhoea, dysentery and 
similar complaints in summer. The.

ailments should not rush to the dear 
est drug store and drink unlimited 
quantities of Jamaica ginger or patent 
nostrums, but should consult a physi- 
cian without delay. Incidentally it 
may be mentioned that ginger, which 
plays such a large part in the mixing 
of summer drings, is a form of stimu- 
lant and one may become a ginger as 
well as an alcohol slave. 

N absolute laws can be laid down 
for diet. The thin girl can only learn 
through experiment, on the advice of 
her physician, what diet will give her 
flesh. The fat girl must have an indi- 
vidual regime of eating to reduce. 
What is poison to one girl's system is 
meat to another's. 

Generally speaking, however, the fat 
girl should never indulge in sweets, 
starches, cakes and pastry, ice creams 
and candies taken between meals. 
Neither must she eat very juicy fruits, 
such as watermelons, cantaloupes and 
tomatoes. Fresh green vegetables 
which grow above the ground should 
form the basis of her diet. 

The thin girl is not justified, how- 
ever, in eating quantities of sweets. 
They are just as apt to cause indiges- | 


sired flesh. A little rest midway be- 
tween breakfast and luncheon and din- 
ner, with a glass of hot milk, should 
make flesh, and another glass of hot 
milk just before retiring is also bene- 
ficial. To be on the safe side, put a 
dash of salt in this milk, and sip it 
slowly. 

Well-cooked cereal; should be eaten 
daily by the thin girl; also nuts, if 
they are easily digested. Milk, cream, 
cocoa and chocolate, generally speak- 
ing, are fattening, and one girl tells 
how she gained twenty pounds in six 
months by a diet of sweet chocolate 
and unskimmed milk. But, as it was 
said before, this diet may not agree 
with her neighbors. 

Physicians agree that less met 
should be eaten in summer than in 
winter. The French government has 
experimented on its army, with this 
result: In Paris, where meat is plen- 
tiful, appendicitis is a common all- 
ment. Ir the French provinces, where 
the army -lives practically on vege- 
tables, milk, etc., appendicitis is un- 
known. Vegetarians also claim that 
appendicitis is unheard of in their 
ranka. 

Fruit should be counted among the 
staple foods of the season, but it never 
rhould be eaten either green or over- 
ripe. Over-ripe, stale fruit is even 
more baneful in its effects than the fa- 
mous peach of emerald hue, of which 
“ugenc Field wrote. Fruit that needs 
to be sweetened to be palatable causes 
rheumatism, the acid acting directly 
upon tte urinary tract. 

Do not bathe or exercige violently 
directly after eating. Dame Nature 
dees not take into consideration that 
you are away on a vacation.

Thomas Brigham Bishop, who died 
Monday at his home in Philadelphia, 
was the composer of some of the moet 
famous tunes used in the Civil War, 
notably those to which were sun 
“Johnnie Comes Marching Home” an 
“Jehn Brown's Body.”

Both would probabiy ere this 
have gone the way of other pular 
tures of the same character but for 
the outbreak of the war and their 
acaption as soldier tunes. He wrote 
some 300 other songs which have 
dropped out of sight, the most pon- 
ular of them being “Shoo, Flv, Don’t 
Either Me,” a song how more familiar 
by title than by substance. He also 
composed much quitar music, and two 
years ago he arranged to have a col. 
lection published, chiefly to be handed 
down in his family—the public ge 
mand had long since gone by.

THE VAST ARMORED SHIP. 

If the armored ship has finally and 
incontestably proved herself as the 
vital element oof modern naval 
strength, We are prepared for that 
even better than we are prepared for 
torpedo war or submarine war.

STRENGTHS. 
These are the great questions that 


Were the armored ships—battleships

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free range forward or astern. Before 
that, the attempt had been made to 
achieve this by training the eight-inch 
guns from another part of the ship so 
that in case of necessity their pro- 
jectiles could be fired over the top 
of the thirteen-inch gun turrets; but

The importance of giving all the big 
guns aboard ship free range ahead or 
astern is growing greater with each 
year of naval advance, for the object 
of each modern ship is to engage the 
enemy as soon as a gun can reach and 
therefore the fight opens head on 
while the ships are still approaching. 

The superimposed turrets achieve 
this radius of range; but the objec- 
tion to them is that all the guns must 
be trained on the same line, whereas 
it might be desirable in a sea fight to 
train the heavier guns on the armor 
belt of an enemy's water Une while 
the lighter guns played against some 
other part of the hostile ship, or even 
against another sbip. 

Again, it is likely that should the 
lower turret be disabled, the upper 
turret with the two eight-inch guns 


would be out of action, too, although 


its armament might be perfect.

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number with Great Britain's stupendous 


line of more than seventy of alli 
classes of battleships, it does com- 
pare gratifyingly well in point of mod- 
ernity and correspOndingly high et- 
ficiency; for less than twelve of her 
greatest battleships are as new as fif- 
teen of ours. 

The American battleship fleet of 
19v8 will be capable of the widest ac- 
tion almost as a unit. With the ex- 
ception of the Texas, our weakest bat- 
tleship is still powerful enough to 
stay in any fight that the strongest 
can take up. In speed the entire fleet 
could stay together in a cruise of 
4000. miles at sixteen knots, which 
would leave the Indiana only slightly 
astern in a twenty-four hours’ run, for 
her speed is a little less than 16. The 
fastest vessels, of the Virginia type, 
are to develop nineteen or more at 
top speed. | 

PROBLEMATICAL ELEMENTS. 

It would be foolish to affirm that 
they are perfect. There are problem- 
atical elements in the best of the 
Arerican battleships, that may prove 
unfavorable in the sudden test of se- 
vere service. 

Opinions still differ, for instance, 
as to the superimposed turret design 
of the Kentucky and Kearsarge class 
with their great turrets, each bearing 
two eight-inch cannon, bullt on top 
of other turrets that hold two thir- 
teen-inch guns. | 

The idea that led to this design was 
to give all the ship's great guns a

the decision to try the superimposed 

turret was reached only after all these 

points had been considered. If it Is 

an experiment, it is one that was not 

made lightly. 

HAVE THEY ENOUGH GUNPOW- 
DER? 

Another objection.to the new battle- 
ships being urged by some of our 
naval experts is that batteries of seven 
and even eight-inch guns are too light 
for the modern, first class, sea-going 
coast line battleship. Great Britain is 
arming her new ships with nine-inch 
guns and it is being urged that none 
of our new great ships should be 
armed with batteries of guns smaller 
than that, because the ranges at which 
future sea fights are likely to be fought 
preclude the effective use of lighter 
cannon. 

Extreme opinion in American tech- 
nical minds is that we should arm 
the battleships of the New Hampshire 
type with ten-inch guns throughout or 
even with twelve-inch guns in their 
entire main batteries. 

But neither of these matters, im- 
potrant though it may be, is of a na- 
ture that would make our battle line 
radically defective. 

There is nothing in them so grave 
as the allegation just raised in Great 
Britain that the great wire-wound guns 
which are the adopted form of British 
main battery armament are so inet. 
fective as to render fifteen British 
battleships practically unfit for serv- 
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It is known, too, that many of —— 
most powerful British cruisers have 
not a full armament of modern steel 
guns and that some vessels actually 
still carry smooth bores or did a 
couple of years ago, owing to delay 
in supplying the ordnance for which 
they were designed. 

The calamitous failure of the 
famous 110-ton guns on the British 
battleships of the first class is still 
fresh in the minds of naval author- 
ities. The doubts that have been cast 
on the French navy’s true efficiency 
also remain to*he cleared away satis- 
factorily. There was something grave 
the matter with the ships in all prob- 
ability. : 

NO SERIOUS PROBLEM. 

There apparently is no such serious 
problem in the United States Savy.

Thus the New Hampshire type, 
while she may be behind Great Brit- 
ain in point of big caliber guns over 


eight inch, is superior to the leading 
type of other powers. should the 
theory of extra large calibers not 
preve itself as compelling, she is 
ahead of the leading type of any na 
tion whatsoever, because she ranks 
equal with all in the chief battery 
of twelve-inch and is superior in hav- 
ing eight eight-inch guns against only 
four ten-inch rifles the Japanese 
type or four nine-i rides of the 
British type. 
Her eight 8-inch battery can throw 


2000 pounds of steel against the 2000 
pounds thrown by the Japanese ships’s 
four 10-inch guns and the 1520 pounds 
of the British ships four Nach guns. 
The New Hampshire class is to be 
represented by the ship of that name 
and the Connecticut, Kansas, 
ana, Minnesota and Vermont. 
Next comes our Virginia class, 
which, while fifteen feet less in 
length and 2000 tons less in displace- 
ment, i¢ planned for a speed of nine- 
teen knots.

The glories of the United States 
navy in all except sheer brute ham- 
mering power will be the new armored 
cruiser class of which ten will all be 
entirely alike in size, armor, speed 
and armament. — 

They will be longer than the long- 
est battleship in the fleet, being 502 
feet water line. They will run 14,000 
tons at least in tonnage, and their 
speed is to be 22 knots. Their water 
line belting will be five and six inches 
of steel and their gun turrets are 
armored in six and six and one-half 
inch plate. They are all practically 
ready to enter service. In case of 
heed they could be hurried into com- 
mission in a short ' 

Each of these swift ships mounts 
four ten-inch guns and siteen six- 
inch.guns in the main battery. The 
secondary batteries carry twenty-two 
three-inch guns, twelve three-pounders. 
four one-pounders, two three-inch field 
pieces and four thirty caliber pieces. 
Four torpedo tubes project below the 
water line of each. They cost more 
than the battleships, for while the est! 


‘mated cost of the Idaho and Missis- 


sippi battleships is $3,000,000 each, 
the armored cruisers will cost $4,500,- 
000 at least before they are ready for 


sea. 

COULD SMOTHER OLD TYPE. 

Their immense batteries are eso far 
superior to the batteries, both main 
and secondary, carried by the two 
armored cruisers of the old type, the 
New York and Brooklyn, that the new 
armored cruiser class could smother 
those two ships with both armor- 
piercing projectiles to crush the wa- 
ter line ‘armor and smaller shells to 
affect upper works and personelle. 

The new type has a preponderating 
strength over the old in every way, 
exceeding the New York and Brooklyn 
by 5900 in tonnage, more than 100 
feet in. length, 5000 in horse power, 
and having almost double their armor 
belt at the water line. 

Against the terrible battery power 
of the new type, the Brooklyn carries 
a main battery of eight e'ght-inch and 
twelve five-inch rifles, and the New 
York has six eight-inch and twelve 
four-inch guns. Neither ship carries 
any three-inch except two fleld pieces.

HOPES OF A WORLD. | 

Our American Ship of State is 
freighted with the hopes of a world. 
The tempests of war, the cureents of 
economic changes, and the tides of 
events have biown and drifted her into 
Strange waters. How shall she pursue 
her voyage in safety? The charts of 
other seas, the reckonings of other 
parallels of latitude or degrees of 
longitude, the counsel—wise in its 
time—of captains now dead and gone— 
all are of little use to her pilot now. 
Yet is there one unerring adviser to 
whom in our yerplexity we can turn. 
It is the magnetic needle that ever 
points to the lode-star. Whatever else 
shall fall, whatever else shall be uncer- 
tain, however contrary the cur- 
rents, however fierce the storm, 
however black the midnight, the 
compass will always be correct. Our 
political lode-star will be found where 
the fathers placed it on July 4, 1776, 


when they declured that governments | 


were instituted among men in order to 
achieve and sustain their equal right 
to “life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.“ Have we not as a 

practically turned our backs upon the 
compass of the fathers, and made of 
the equal right of every man to lite, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness a 
pronitiess abstraction and an iridescent 


Sixty years ago John Jacob Astor 
was the only man in the United States 
whose fortune exceeded ten millions of 
dollars. All the millionaires could be 
counted upon one’s fingers, and the 
possessor of a hundred thousand dol- 
lars Was accounted a rich man. Sixty 
years ago the great railroad lines were 
unbullt, the great manufacturing cities 
not constructed, petroleum was undis- 
covered, the telegraph was in its in- 
fancy, the electric light was unknown, 
and the great web of complex indus- 
tries with which the land is now laced 
was then unspun. Subsidizing of cor- 
porations, watering of stock, trusts to 
control transportation, light, food and 


| fuel, and organized mob interference 


with the right ot a laborer to labor, 
were then all unknown. The gold of 


| California was a factor that aided to 


revolutionize th: finances, the businass 
methods, and, to a certain extent, the 
morals of the nation. The advance of 
values, the’ aggregation of wealth, the 
increase of population, the magical 
wth of the West, made increased 
acilities for inland travel and trans- 
portation a necessity. This necessity 
caused the rapid construction of new 
lines of railroad. The difficulties and 
differences of local management indi- 
cated the advantages of consolidation. 
The Civil War broke down local u- 
dices, made East and West 
geneous, introduced communfties to 
each other on the battlefield, obliter- 


| ated State lines, and made individual 


effort in business, in finance, in manu- 
facturing, and even in politics, less 
profitable to the individual than parti 
pation in aggregated effort, whereby 
his gains were increased, although 418 
personality was submerged. 

War was an -ducator, but the tree of 
knowledge with its .crimson leaves 
yielded evil fruit as well as good. The 
moral nature of the American people 
reacted from the tension of patriotic 
and generous sacrifice which war de- 
veloped. Some of the very men who 


‘risked fortune and life to strike 


shackles from black slaves, have been 
busy ever since forging shackles for 


white ones. In forty years from the 


time when we freely paid a million 
lives and three thousand millions of 
treasure to save the life of the nation 
and free it from the wrong of slavery 
and the rule of a slave oligarchy, we 
have passed under the dominion of 
other despots, as selfish, as sordid, as 
relentless, and as rapacious of power as 
those who of old were hurled from 
their thrones and trampled under the 
iron heels of our legions. Moloch is in- 
deed overthrown, but in his place 
Piutus scowls and trampe swagger. 

I condemn not the southern oligarchs 
who of old fought for a cause in which 
they believed. Their dauntiess courage 
on the battlefield is now equally hon- 
ored by the blue and the gray. They 
ruled in their day by sheer force of in- 
tellect and will power, and they would 
have scorned to invoke bribery in or- 
der to obtain their ends. They selected 
the legislators who enacted the laws 
the judges who interpreted them, and 
the officers who executed them. They 
and their cause have passed into his- 
tory. Now the Wall street plutocrat 
has taken the dominating place in 
politica once held by the southern auto- 
erat, and neither the manner nor the 
morals of courts or legislatures have 
profited by the change. 

LABOR AND CAPITAL PROBLEMS. 


that science has dissipated with lens, The slave overseers of old ruled the 


| 


black laborers with whips. Their suc- 
cessore are the labor agitators of today. 
I mean. not those who lawfully seek to 
better the conditions of their fellows. I 
mean those grafters who blackmail em- 

oyers with menaces of strikes, who 
ring enforced idleness and hunger to 
the white siaves who follow them, and 
bruises and death to the workers who 
defy them. 

Yet as the evils of slavery brought 
brave voices and vigorous pens to the 
aid of freedom, so there has come to 
her help today a man in the West who 
is leading a gallant fight against the 
tyranny of the labor unions, and a 
man in the East whose assaults on 
predatory capitalists are exciting the 
interest and admiration of the coun- 
try. If this nation had a hundred 
such mén as Thomas W. Lawson of 
Boston, and Gen. Harrison Gray Otis 
of Los Angeles, the great problems of 
the day would find a speedy, and just, 
and beneficent solution. You all know 
Gen. Otis. He needs no words of 
eulogy from me. Of Thomas W. Las- 
son it is irresistibly borne in upon me 
that he is an honest, fearless, brii- 
Hant man, who is in possession of an 
arsenal full of facts, which he huris 
with terrible effect at the banded 
brotherhood of Obillionaire bandits 


chimes of Trinity. I do not believe the 
lies with which the wounded robbers 
are seeking to lessen the force of his 
terrible assaulte. But if those lies 
were truths, if the subject of them 
were the very devil himself, “quoting 
scripture for a purpose“ —at least he 
quotes the scripture—Mr. Lawson is 
doing a great work for the homes, 18 
Gen. Otis is doing great work for the 
honest laborers of the land. God speed 
them both! 
WHAT MONEY COULD DO. 

There are ten men in the United 
States whose aggregate wealth x- 
ceeds two thousand millions of dol- 
lars, and who represent and control 
property amounting to three thousand 
millions more. These men could com- 
bine their interests and efforts, and 
fix the market value of every acre of 
land, and every sack of flour, even 
as they already fix the market value 
f every pound of meat, every spoon- 
ful of sugar and every gallon of col 
vil between Bangor and San Fran- 
eiseo. They can, if they do not, name 
the Senators, Congressmen, Governors, 
Legisiators and judges of twenty 
tates, and they can, if they choose 
tv do so. fix the price of every day's 
wages of labor in America. They 
change laws, treaties and public poli- 
eles to suit their interests. They con- 
trol the editorials of many of the great 
j.urnals, and the public utterances of 
most of the great speakers! and they 
control the voters, because the votes 
are controlled by their leaders, and 
the leaders are controlled by their par- 
ty organizations, and the organizations 
are controlled by the caucuses, and 


bosses, and the bosses are controlled 
by. the trusts, and the trusts are con- 
trolled by the inner Sanhedrim of 
predatory billionaires. 

Nothing is too large and nothing is 
too smal! for these billfonaire bandits. 
Their system includes wrecking life in- 
surance companies in New York. ruin- 
ing cattle dealers in Kansas, and mak- 
ing bankrupts of the helpless owners 
of citrus orchards in California. I have 


ranch in the foothills. Its citrus crops 
have yielded me for the last three years 
an ave loss of about eighteen cents 
a box. ortunately, the orchard is a 
smali one, or I should be tempted to 
emulate the example of George Wash- 
ington and wield a litle hatchet on the 
trees. Is it not a shame that the Cali- 
fornia grewers of the golden fruit 
should be despoiled by the exactions 
of railroad companies who charge for 
refrigerating oranges in January? 
Some yeirs ago the orange orchards 
of California were saved from destruc- 
tion by their owners importing Aus- 
trallan lady bugs, which ate up the 
scale bugs. It would be in order now 
to import the Australian bug of public 
ownership of public utilities and set it 
to work to eat up the Harriman Syn- 
dicate. 

Monopolies in transportation, mo- 
nopolies in the publication of intelll- 
gence, monopolies in light, monopolies 
in fuel, monopolies in land. mo- 
nopolies in water, monopolies in 
building materia), monopolies in 
meat, sugar and fruit, and in a hun- 
dred other necessaries and comforts 
of life; these are the corporate vampire 
bats which hover above the sleeping 
American people and suck their life 
blood, and f them into continued 
slumber. These conscienceless, re- 
morseless multi-millionaires are the 
implacable. ubiquitous, powerful des- 
pots who have torn the bandage from 
the eyes of American justice, and fas- 
tened false weights upon her scales: 
who have turned our legislative halis 
into shambles, where honor is first 
bought and then butchered; who have 
written the word “lle” across the dec- 
laration of our fathers. and smote the 
Genius of “merican Liberty in her fair 
mouth, until, with face suffused with 
the blushes and bedewed with she salt 
tears of shame, she turns nitebusly to 
her children to hide—if the} cannot 
defend her. 

How much better are the vena! legisla- 
tors who take the money of the trusts. 
than the Roman soldiers who voted 
the imperial purple to him who piled 
the most gold upon their drum heads? 
How much better are they than the 
Greeks who sold their country for Per- 
sian gold? How much better are they 
than the traitors who bartered Ireland 
to Castlereagh for annuities and rib- 
bons? How much better are ther than 
Benedict Arnold? How dare they con- 
demn Judas Iscariot for seliing the 
Savior of mankind? Judas towers 
above them all in honor and manil- 
ness. for he had the grace to go and 
hang himeelf. 

ASSAILS CAPITAL NOT. 

I do not assail capital as such. It is a 
beneficent power when righteously use l. 
It has hewed paths for progress through 
the jungle; it has paved roads for en- 
terprise over the quagmires; it has 
equipped labor with tools and ma- 
chinery. and supplied the laborers with 
food and shelter; it has enabled work- 
ers to bulld factories, and furnaces, 
and cities, and to open mines. Without 
it civilization would crumble, and its 
withdrawal from any community would 
cause bankruptcy to perch upon the 
ledgers of the merchants, and Despair 
to brood upon the hearthstones of the 
laborers. But there is a difference be- 
tween constructing railroads to de- 
velop empires and conducting raliroads 
so as to crush the fortunes of a thous- 
and men in order to make a multi- 
millionaire of one man. There is a dif- 
ference between a capitalist who uses 
his money to foster a productive in- 
‘dustry, and a capitalist who never 
helps to create a dollar of wealth, but 
devotes his efforts. to stealing wealth 
that other men have created... .. 

Before the bar of God the man who 
wrecks a life insurance e ny in 
order to empty the heritage of the 
widow and the orphan into his cavern- 
ous pockets, and the man who dyna- 
mites a railroad train in order to rob 
the wreck, will stand equal in crimi- 
nality, and on this earth they ought to 
be made to equally wear the garb and 
keep the lockstep of convicts, and then 
hang from the same scaffoli, while all 
heil should ring with the chorus of 
greeting, “Johnny comes marching 
home.”

You shall not defile 
it with your silver dollars that are 
stained with the blood of the suiciies 
who have been scourged by the cruel 
thongs of ‘the system,’ into despair and 
death, and which are chiorined and 
blackened by the salt tears of the or- 
phans you have beggared.” 

3 INJURY BY BOTH. 

I hardly know which infilcts the 
greater injury on the land, the 
scoundrel capitalists who combine to 
corrupt courts, control legislators, and 

ve labor less than its dues, or the 
foolish wage workers who combine in 
futile efforts to compel capitalists to 
submit to their dictation. The me- 
echanic who is satisfied with his wages 
and his hours of labor, and who quits 
work because his employer either dis- 
charges or employs some other man, 
acts with unwisdom and perpetrates 
an injustice upon himself and his fam-. 
ily. Nevertheless, he is acting within 
his strict legal rights. He has a right 
to play the fool, if he will. He has a 
right to go hungry and be a beggar; 
“each man to his choice;” but he has 
no right, legal or moral, to interfere 
with, or assault, or insult the wiser 
laborer who takes his place. When he 
does so he commits a crime, which 
ought to be visited with swift punish- 
ment. The right of a man to work for 
whom he pleases, for such length of 
time as he pleases, and far such wages 
as he pleases, is a right promised him 
in the Declaration of Independence, 
and secured to him by the Constitution 
and laws, and it is a right which 
should be protected by the civil power, 
and, if necessary, by the armies of his 
country. 

Labor's direct enemy is not the ca 
italist; it is the walking delegate. He 
is the crow that despoils the corn- 
field. He is the bug that devastates 
the potato field. He is the army worm 
that makes fruitiess the méion patch. 
It will, I hope, be your duty and priv- 
lege, young citizens, to aid in 80 edu- 
eating the workers of our land that 
the walking delegate will walk into 
oblivion, and no longer ‘live upon the 
bandeq brotherhoods of beer and 
brawling that he organizes and uses 
for the purposes of graft. Strikes are 
disastrous and illogical. They injure 
the capitalist whose profits they lessen 
and whose enterprise they discourage; 
but they inet greater injury upon 


hunger, and whose entire capital they 
destroy. 

Somewhere a remedy exists for the 
evils under which we suffer, and some- 
how, some time, it will be found. The 
civilization of one century les, and 
out of its ashes that of another rises; 
and “soars, Phoenix-like, to Jove." 
“Humanity sweeps onward; where to- 

day the martyr stands, 
Tomorrow crouches Judas with the 

. silver in his hands; 

And the hooting mob of yesterday in 
silent awe return 4 
To gather up his ashes for History's 

golden urn.” 

Yet a society founded upon the 
atavism of ite members is not now - 
sible. The plan suggested in “Looking 
Backward” is not practicabdle. Intelli- 
gent selfishness is a necessary spur to 
human endeavor. Socialism and Com- 
munism would soon remit the world to 
barbarism. 

Macaulay has well said in substance 
that the most wasting wars and the 
greatest maladministrations of govern- 
ment have never reduced the wealth of 
any English-speaking people half so 
fast as the individual efforts of every 
man to get on in life have bullt it up. 


Remedies for existing evils have deen 


tried elsewhere and have not proved 
unavailing. In Australla every man 
is allowed to return his property to 
the Assessor at his own valvation; but 
he is compelled to sell it to the gov- 
ernment at the value which he places 
upon it. Compulsory arbitration has 
put an end to both strikes and lock- 
outs in New Zealand. Government own- 
ership of railroads and telegraph lines 
has proved financially successful both 
in crowded Europe and sparsely- 
ulated Australia; and double trac 
prevent collisions. The cheap and sat- 
isfactory service performed by the 
Postoffice Department is an object les- 
son in favor of goveri.ment conduct of 
any great public business. If we can 
have municipal ownership and conduct 
of the business of providing the public 
with water, light, fuel, telephone lines, 
and street railways, the cost of living 
would be reduced and the safety of life 
increased. 

REMEDY LIES WITH VOTERS. 

The remedy for the wrongs inflicted 
by predatory millionaires and the 
wrongs inflicted by murderoug strikers 
is with the voters of this country. 
There are fifteen millions of voters. 
The predatory capitalists probably 
number less than one ten-thousandth 
part of that number, and the anarchis- 
tic leaders of labor less than one-thous- 
andth part of. it. | 

It is for you, oh, yo men and 
women, who honor me wi your au- 
dience tonight, it is for you to inspire 
apd foster the spirit of 1776. If you will 
help to promote a spirit that will set 
to breaking stone — the highways 
every tyrannical loafer who interferes 
by force with the right of another man 
to work in peace; if you will help to 
exclude from public confidence every 
man who may be justly, suspected of a 
disposition to sell out to the trusts; if 
you will aid to pin the vigilantes’ 
warning upon the dangli carcass of 
every trust-betraying official scoundrel 
who does sell out, and aid to pin the 
same sign of swift justice upon the 
bodies of the millionaire scoundreis who 
give the bribes; if you will tear the 
corporate shields from the individual 
villains who skulk behind them; if 
you will demand that every man shall 
be allowed to eat what he earns with- 
out molestation; if you will perform 
public duties as your fathers of old 
performed them. this nation will be re- 
Uwed from its impending peril. 

That there is such peril let no man 
doubt who reads the signs of the 
times. The villagers who dwelt at the 
base of Stromboli heeded not the rum- 
blings of the internal fires, until in an 
hour the flery torrent swept forth and 
destroyed them. Condemn not as 
alarmists those who read on sea and 
sky the signs that foretell the storm. 
Believe me, it is for us of this genera- 
tion to choose whether we will have a 
preserving revolution or a destroying 
one. 

The productive industries of the 
country are created and fostered, not 
by the great capitalists, but by the 
mall ones. Rockefeller builds no 
railroads; he makes contributors and 
slaves of railroads that have been built 
with other people’s enterprise and 
money. Rogers develops no mines, he 
appropriates those that other people 
have discovered and opened. Morgan 
builds no ships; he syndicates and ab- 
sorbs and makes privateers of vessels 
whose keels he never helped to lay. 
Existing laws may prevent the limi- 
tation or regulation of private fortunes. 
But public opinion is mightier than 
statutes or court decisions, It can soon 
rend a chasm and tumble session laws 
and Supreme Court rulings into the 
rift. After the Civil War public opin-
